The beatification process of the Vener- 
able Oliver Plunket, now golDR on in 
Roat, MTMa to remind the Irish people 
of the many who •u8«red martyrdom in 
the days of the penal lam. In the Irish 
College at Rome ri book waartcently dis- 
covered belongiDK to Bishop Plunket. 
In the fly leaf is written his name. The 
date it 1669. In the KnKlish College at 
Rome was also found recently an auto- 
graph atgnature of tUe martyred Arch- 
Mahop of Caihal, Dermot O'Hurley. -He 
«H appoiatcd to the See cf Cadwl in 
1881 bjr Pope Oregorr XIII. 

Archhtahop O'Hnrlej waa sot many 
moBth» In Ireland before he waa, in vio- 
lation of the laws of hoapltality, betrayed 
by the Baron of Slane, who gave him up 
to the agents of Dublin Castle on October 
], l.'>8:i. He was brought in chains before 
the Lords Justices Loftiis and Wallop, 
and was several times tortured. At 
length, in May, the saintly prelate 

wet anbmittcd to the excruciating 
method of pnnUhment known as "the 
booU"— that ia, placed in the atocka 
with his feet and lega in tin booU filled 
with oil and salt, and a fire kiadlcd 
beneath. But the Archhtahop bore hla 
torture as did the early Christian mar- 
tyrs, and refuse<i to acknowledge the 
aupremecv of Queen Elizabeth. The 
hideous details of the roasting are fully 
•at ent in the State papers, and must for 
ell time atamp with infamy the names of 
Cioftnaand Wallop. Pinally the Arch- 
biahop waa banged in Stcphea'a Oreeu, 
Dnblin, on June SO, 15M, obtaining the 
martyr'a crown. Hit remains were 
Intened in St. Kavin'a church.^ 

In the sixteenth century in Umerkh 
the clergy were hunted like wolvet, with 
prices on their heaiis, and many were 
alaughtered while offering up the holy 
•ecrifice of the mass. Many instances 

Sbt be mentioned. In lo3» Brother 
eitweathe miniater of the Triuitar- 
ie« Ceaveat et Adere, with forty-two 
member*. The Kiag having aent his 
olBciala to put new deereea into esecu- 
ti^, Brother Robert eaaambled hia aaao- 
dfttea and all decided to aufler death 
r^^ber than abjure their faith. They hid 
ly the sacred vessels and ornaments of 
/the altar in various places, so that when 
the agents of the Government arrived 
they could not fiad even a woo<len cruci- 
fix on which to vent their impious rage. 
Three timeeanmmoned before the Magis- 
trate, Father Robert waa immovable in 
rejecting the lioaoca offered to him by 
the court and in deelarf ag hia devoted 
attachment to the Catholic faith. None, 
he said, had ever sought to propagate 
their religious tenets 1 y the sword except 
the pagan Emperors in the early ages and 
Mahomet in later times. As for himself 
and the community, they were deter- 
mined that no violence should move 
them from the principles of uuth. They 
tecogaiaed ao bead of the Catholic church 
save the Vicar of Chriat, and as for the 
King of England, they regerded him 
not even as a member of that holy diiuvh. 
"When the venerable father had attciad 
these words," says Lopez in hia Notidaa 
Historicas, "a hereticsl officer drew hit 
sword and with on* blow severed the 
holv man's bead from his body. The 
Other agenta of the court were at •nee 
let looae on the unofiending community. 
At the public prison waa fidl of other 
victiaia. the religioua were confined in 
private houaaa. Tbeia auuiy died of the 
ittjuriea and maltreataMat which they 
received. Some, too, were omrdered 
secretly, while others were publicly 
banged in the market place. It waa on 
February 12 and 1;!. 1589, 
happy fathers obtained 
crown." 

Cornelitu O'Neill was Bishop of Lim- 
erick in 1639. He was provincial of the 
Coaveat of Limerick, dedicated to the 
Holy Cnaa, ita iuaatea nnmbering forty- 
aiz. The Blahop had baea oonanlted by 
Henry ebovt a divorce froai Ua lawful 
wife. Queen Catbenae. aad gave hia 
opinion firmlv in favor of the wife. The 
King was much angered aad declared 
ke would have his revenge. lie aent his 
euiiisaiies and destroyed the Coavent of 
Adare, killing all of the religious. When 
theBiahop heard of this he assembled 
the brethren together and announced 
that he would preach in the Cathedral on 
the following Sunday. A large congre- 
getioa aaaembled. He set before them 
the gronnda of the Catholic faitb aad tile 
Pope'a authoritv. Be dedan* Oat the 
demands of the King were heretieal,. and 
that he, hit connselora, aoA all who 
adhered to him were anathemized; and 
be concluded by asking from God 
strength for himself and for all under 
hit care to defend the Catholic faith, 
even at the peril of their lives. The 
King's officials were afraid to oOer him> 
•ay violence in tbecfaaceh,. "fantoattte 



evening of that day," aaya Lopez, "aotne 
of them went to hla honte, and being 
[ admitted, they told him that he should 
obey the King's order or auffer instant 
death. Throwing himself on his knees 
and raising his eyes to heaven, he 
exclaimed: 'Lord, today I offered to 
Thee the unbloody aacrifice of the Body 
of my Lord Jesus Christ. Now accept 
the aacrifioae of my life to Thy greeter 
taoaor ead glory.* And then fixing his 
eyea oa a pietare of the Moat Holy Trin- 
ity, he ejaealated: *8anefa Triaitaa. onus 
Dana, mlaere nobis.' " 

A moment after the executioner, 
with one blow of the aword, aevered hia 

from his body.

ous illness haa heretofore been noted in 
the Kentucky Irish American, died at 
St, Joseph's Infirmsry eariy yesterday 
morning. He had been at the infirmary 
for two weeka, suffering from organic 
heart disease, but had been ill for two 
years. Father Kelly was one of the 
best beloved priests iu .Southern Indi- 
ana, and his death will lie deeply 
regretted by the entire clergy of the dio- 
cese of Indianapolis. The people of hla 
congregation will mourn hia lose more 
than anyone dse. He had 'been thdr 
faithful end devoted pador for twenty- 
four yeara. 

Rev. John B. Kelly was bom in 
County Donegd, IreUnd, nearly sixty 
years ago. He came to America in 1863 
and began liis classical studies at St. 
Thomas' .Seminary, near Hardstown, tbie 
State. He completed his studlea ia 
philosophy and theology at the Oraad* 
M uiiiiary in .Montreal, Canada, and waa 
ordained by Bishop de St. Pdias st Indi- 
anapolis in 1874. His first parish wss at 
Cambridge dty, lad., and inOdober. 
1881, he waa aent to New Albany In sue 
cesdoa of the Rev. Fether John Mougin 
who was transferred to Nashville, Tenn' 
By the way. Father Mougin is still alive 
and recently went to Us old home iii 
France to spend the remalader of his 
days. 

When Father Kelly came to New 
Albany he found the church in debt ead 
poorly supplied with school fadlitiea. 
He built a fine bnck school building in 
placed aa eld frame drhcture. After- 
war dJtiM jgnited the church and _ 
We sHrMNiaAng property very attractive. 
He spent in all about f>0,0()0 in improve- 
mentt. He was a fine butineta man. 
and personally superintended all work 
done atxjut the church. 

Father Kelly was known all over In- 
diana as an uncompromising advocate of 
total abstinence. When he came to New 
Albany be organized a totel ahatinence 
society and it was at one time the laigad 
organization of the kind ia Indiana, bat 
the ranks wera thinned when e large 
number of the membert moved to the 
Indiana gat belt to work in the 
works and iron works. 

Father Kelly wae as gentle as n woman, 
but as firm as a rock when he took a 
stand for any principle. He was kind- 
hearted and charitable to a high degree. 
Aii'...vjgh a strong advocate of total 
abstinence he did not denounce men 
who told or draitk .liquor. It was the 
sbuse of it that be fonght end khored 
corred Jn the iadividnd, bdiedng that 
e man who ooald tet use iatozicants 
without daager to hloadf aiionld 
drink et aH.

Former President Orover Qeve- 
land has an article in the May 

number of the Ladies' Home Jour- 
nal on "Woman's Mission and 
Woman's anbs." Mr. Cleveland 
utertains about the same views 
bout women that President Roose- 
elt does. Cleveland's ideal wife 
'one who loves her htuband and 
country with no desire to run 
ither." He does not object to 
omen associating or co-operating 
chariuUe. benevolent and rdig- 
us work, local in activities and 
rposes, but he does object to 
m galavanting around at dub 
ms discussing poUtics. He 
ards home making and child 
ring and rearing as the highest 
sions of woman. This is pre- 
y the Catholic doctrine, and 
Cleveland expresses his views 
orcible langnage. Here is a 



paragraph from tht long •artide in 

the Journal: 

"I am pcrsnadtd that without 
exaggeration of stattnMnt we may 

assume that there are woman's 
clubs whose objects and intents are 
not only harmful, bat hurV^nl in a 
way that directly nenaoes the 
integrity of our hones and the 
lienign disposition and diaracter of 
our wifehood and motherhood; that 
there are others harmless in intent, 
but whose tendency is toward waste 
of time and perversion of effort, as 
well as toward the fomation of the 
tivb habit, and the toleration or 
active patronage of less innocent 
organizations; that there are also 
associations of wotaen whose pttr* 
poses of charity, religious' enter- 
prise or intellectual improvement 
are altogether laudable and worthy. 
Leaving this latter dass ont of 
account, and treating the subject 
on the theory that only the other 
organizations mentioned are under 
comUenitkMi. I believe that it 
should be boldly declared that the 
best and safest club for a woman to 
patronize is her home. American 
wives and American mothera, an 
surely as 'the hand that rocks the 
cradle is the band that rules the 
world,' have, through their nur- 
ture of children and thdr influence 
over men, the destinies of our 
nation in their keeping to a great^ 
extent than any othci dngle 
agency. It ia snrdy not soft- 
hearted sentimentalism which 
insists that, in a country where the 
people rule, a decisive share in 
securing the perpctidtj of Its insti' 
tutions falls upon the mothers who 
devote themselves to teaching their 
children who are to become mlers 
lessons of morality and patriotism 
and disinterested citizenship. Such 
thoughts suggest how supremely 
great is the stake of our country in 
vioman's unperverted steadfastness, 
and enjoin the necessity of its pro- 
tection against all risks and all 
temptations." 

Mr. Cleveland denounces the 
men who neglect their wives for 
busiDeu« or pleasure, but thinks 
women who forsake thdr homes 
for dubs only make their situation 
and their children's far worse.

MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 



Imnediately after the election of 
Mayor Dunne in Chicago the 
Tribune of that city dispatched its 
Washington correspondent "Raj^ 
mond" to Glasgow, Scotland, to 
look into the workings of the street 
railway system in that city, which 
is owned and operated by ^ 
municipality. Qlasgow is aboot 
half as large as Chicago. The 
first cablegram from its correspond- 
ent appaarad in the Trlbnne last 
Sunday. Here are a couple of 
paragraphs from Raymond's cor- 
respondence: 

"I have ridden nany vflea on the 
different routes throngh the city Of 
Glasgow and am prepared to testify 
that the trams here are idffnitely 
superior in every tcspect to the 
broken down system whidl *t 
present afflicts Chicago. 

"The munidpality found an 
antiquated horse service and sctb- 
stituted the overhead trolleys, 
which are. of course, years behind 
the underground system. Never- 
theless an honest administration of 
the lines has given the people of 
Glasgow splendid service, which, 
so far as I am able to judge, meeta 
all demands upon it." 

During the year ended June 30, 
1904, under private ownership, 



this corre-^pondent says, with the 
cars drawn by horses the Glasgow 
tramways carried 54,000,000 pas- 
sengers. During the year 1904 
under munidpal ownership and 
with electric traction the tram- 
ways carried 190,000,000 passen- 
gers. 

In Glasgow, the correspondent 
continues, the fares are extremely 
low for a Shwt ride and high for a 
long one. For one cent (American 
money) one may ride .58 miles; 
for two cents, 3.3 miles; for three 
centa, 3.48 niles; for four cents, 
4.64 miles; for five cents, 5.8 miles; 
for six cents, 6.S9 miles; for seven 
cents, 8.15 miles; for eight cents, 
9.09 niles. 

It nust not be lost sight of that 
Glasgow receives a large revenue 
from the operation of its own 
street cars. 

James Dalrymple, the General 
Manager of the Glasgow street 
railways, is on his way to Chicago 
at the invitation ol Mayor Dunne 
to explain municipal ownership to 
the officials of the Windy City. 
His visit win be watched with 
intcreat. Munidpal ownership is 
one of the coming questions in this 
country. Even Andrew Carnegie 
indorses it and haa written to 
Mayor Dunne congratuhiting him 
on the s^fm^ ^» h|p tpktn in th^ 
matter. 



The Russian Government is to 
spend $350,000,000 in building 
new steel iron clad vessels for its 
navy. Charle.s M. Schwab is in 
St. Petersburg in conference with 
the Cssr and will most likdy 
furnish most of the steel. Mr. 
Schwab has been received with 
great friendliness and even cordi- 
ality by the Ruashins, notwith- 
standing the unfair way the Amer- 
ican press has treated that Govern- 
ment during the past year.

The custom of publishing the banns of 
marriage dates back to the primitive 
church, for TertuUiao, who died A. D. 
240, says that warniug of intended mar- 
riages was given among the early Chris- 
tians. It appears that the publication of 
banns was habittul in many places long 
before there waa any general lawa on the 
anbject, siace Ocegory IV. (1108-1216) 
qwaka of the baaaa being given out in 
church, according to custom. The prac- 
tice waa introduced into Prance about 
the ninth century, and in 1176 was en- 
forced in the diocese of Paris. The 
earliest enactment on the subject in 
England was an order made in the synod 
of Weatminster in 1200, to the effect that 
no marriage should be celebrated till the 
banns bad been published in the church 
on throe aeveral Sundaya or feaat days. 
This rate waa made obligatory through- 
out the chareh by tlm foarth I.ateran 
Couadl, bdd ia Roam ia ISU.
